We have since the clean up 
panned the surface of this soft stuff in aifferent places, and got a good show of 
gold. There are any number of places like Platillia round about the mine 
that can he attacked from time to time, they run like this: — 

At first I thought the depressions had been worked out by the Spaniards, but 
I have now changed my mind.

Now and then a huge tree came thundering down into the 
cut. At times the stream, playing for hours on a hard piece of granite, appa- 
rently making no impression, when, without any warning, down would come 
hundreds of tons of stuff, and then did not the monitor seem to how! with de- 
light as he went to work on his fallen enemy, knocking him about until nothing 
but a few round stones were left. If have sat for hours looking at this sight, and 
never was ftired. Then how interesting when the water stops playing on the 
| back and begins preparing for the clean up, helping the men tostrip the bedrock 
and making various channels to take off the smaller stones, With so small a head 
of water, all the big stones have to be picked out by hand and passed from man 
to man to piles, just such ones as we saw at Medulas, and of which the Spaniards 
left acres all round here, aud then Oakes and I go about panning the stuff and 
running off the bedrock into the sluice, and gloating over a good result every 
now and then, 

Then the turning off of the water to a small head and the clean up in the 
sluice. How anxiously we look at the mercury as we ladle it up when we get a 
chance to see whether it is dull and lumpy looking, Finally, off we go witi the 
can of amalgam, speculating on its weight. Arrived at the house we rig up the 
| scales to the dining-room ceiling, note the weight, hurry down to the little re 

tort house, and in halfan hour go on to the smithy with the retorted gold and 
| produce the final result—a bar. Oakes insists on cleaning his (the bar's) f-ce 
| with acid and picking out any black specks, To-morrow we shall pack bim off 

to England wrapped in afew palm leaves. The clean up was finished at half 
|} past ten this morning. Lt is now five o’clock, and we have all the blocks re 
| placed, and the machine is at work again for another bar. 

Those were, he thought, very interesting letters, and they would give the

ASIA MINOR MINING COMPANY. 


The second ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at 

the offices of the company, Austin Friars, on Thursday, 
Mr, ArtHuR A, LEvy in the chair. 

Mr. P, A. EAGLE (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the reports of the directorsand of the manager and 
agent were submitted :— 

© manager’s report states that Mr. Munscheid arrived at the mines on 
Aug. 11, 1881,and work on a small scale could thus commence only in Septem- 

r, Themines have accordingly been worked for, say,1 year and 9 months 
only. Within this time, in the concession a great many lodes previously un- 
known have been discovered. This has induced them fo divide that portion 
best known so far, into three districts :—Savalan, Pappa Sawa,and Asman. In 
district 1 there are three lodes Savalan, Petri, and Kaya Bashi, the latter laid 
open but not to be worked at present, besides nine lodes not yet examined. In 
district 2 there is one lode (Pappa Sawa) laid open and two requiring further 
examination, and in district 3(Azman) one lode has been examined, but four re- 
quire tobe examined when time permits. 

There are thus two lodes being worked, three"laid open, and 15 requiring exa- 
mination later on, but as the Savalan and Petri lodes in district 1 are very rich 
there will be no occasion to touch any of the others fora long time to come; on 
the contrary, it may become advisable later on to sublet or dispose of portions 
of our concession to other companies, who are sure to spring up should we do 
well and pay good dividends, as to which they have no doubt whatever. They 
havealso discovered some copper veins of rich quality, one containing 53 per 
eent., and the other 29 per cent. of fine copper. Assays of ore from district 2, 
froma depth of only a few fathoms, gave 70 to 73 per cent. of lead, and from 30 
to 34 ozs. silver. Those of ore from district 3, taken from close to the surface, 
showed 76 per cent. of lead and 36 ozs, of silver. We may here mention that 
experience has so far proved that at these mines the richness in silver increases 
with depth. 

In the following they confine their remarks ‘to district 1, consisting of the 
Savalan and Petri lodes, which at one time were erroneously looked upon as 
one lode. The eharacter and general appearance of said lodes continue the 
same as when the mine was taken over by this company, and the assays made 
on this side ranged from 68 to 76 per cenf. of lead, with 42 to 120 ozs. of silver, 
qvernging about 72 per cent. of lead, and S8 ozs. of silver, a better average than 
that obtained by this company’s predecessors, as mentioned in your prospectus 
at the time, This arises from the greater richness of the ores obtained from the 
lower levels (district 1). 

They suggest that without delay a competent party should be sent here to in- 
vestigate on the spot the question of smelting and desilverising thoroughly, and 
make plans and estimates, sothat the exact amount required could be submitted 
to the shareholders ir, due time. It is exceedingly fortunate, they think, that the 
company can obtain on moderate terms the command of coalfields in the neigh- 
bourhood (about seven miles distant) and which, according to the small trials 
hitherto made there, —_ very good coke, and avoid the necessity of using 
charcoal, The latter is getting earer every year in consequence of the con- 
tinual cutting down of the forests. Savalan in 1866-1870 used to pay for char- 
cval 21s, 8d. per ton. The prices have since gradually crept up to 45s. per ton, 
and they must still be pre red for higher prices eventually, while they believe 
that the coke could be laid down at the smelting-works at 30s. per ton, or less, 

Before they oan fix its exact cost further investigations have to be made, as 
well as the question of itstransport from the pit to the smelting-works to be 
ventilated. This}requires a close survey of the ground, it being fortunately a 
plateau and consequently pretty level, before we can judge whether a tramway 
or narrow-gauge railway of the cheapest construction (possibly system Fowler 
or Decauville, Paris) would do best. Oarriage by bullock-carts they, for many 
reasons, are afraid would not answer. Supposing the results of all these investi 

tions, which take a deal of time, could be obtained by the end of Novem- 

r(when in those parts it may be snowing already) and the consent of share- 
holders for raising the necessary capital be asked towards the beginning of next 
year, it, anyhow, would take the whole of 1884, if not part of 1885, before the 
smelting-works and the r~ ¥ arrangements for the coal or coke could be 
ready so that operations could begin, Should the shareholders approve they 
also will then have to obtain the consent of the Government at Constantinople, 
which takes a long time in issuing its decisi 

‘The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the directors’ report, 
wished to call the attention of the shareholders to the fact that the 
directors Shad simply laid before the shareholders a summarised 
statement of receipts and expenditure. Last year when he had the 
pleasure of addressing the shareholders, he then informed them that 
up to that date all moneys expended for whatever purpose had been 
charged to — account, but that from June 1 last year the di- 
rectors intended to open a regular revenue and capital account, 
treating each item of expenditure according to the various purposes for which 
it was employed, whether capital (permanent investment) or ordinary re- 
venue, The report from Mr. Escherich, the Ey manager, which was issued 
to the shareholders in July last, accompanied by reports from Oapt. George, 
the mining engineer, and Mr, Green, would explain why the directors were un- 
able to give that proper and detailed report which they had hoped to give. 
Their energetic manager, Mr. Escherich, to whom credit was due for what he 

done, suddenly broke down from stress of work, He had all the dressing 
operations thrown upon him, which were not a success at first, but in view 
of their turning out successful he had to arrange for the transport of large 
quantities of ore, and when he mentioned that the transport was by meins of 
mules the shareholders would see that it was no easy thing to arrange for the 
transit of some 900 tons of ore. They had fully and effectually transported 
from 450 to 550 tons of ore during the past two months, and, as far as could be 
seen, they could continue transporting at the same rate. In the summarised 
stat. tof receipts and expenditure the directors had simply given the abso- 
lute sums of money expended. The first three items amounted to 2206/., and 
included a small amount brought forward from the last accounts, which were 
liabilities then taken as owing, and, therefore, called for no comment at the pre- 
sent time. Then came the item of 23,001/., which was the amount expended 
during the period from June, 1882, to March 31, 1883. This had not yet been

They had been paying out of revenue many things which were fairly charge- 
able to capital; but he thought most of the shareholders would prefer —_——E 
knowing thatthe company was ina sound financial position, rather than 
suddenly called upon to meet a call, although it might be perfectly justifiable, 
Therefore, if the directors could possibly avoid making a call they would do so. 
There was one other point—a very important one—to which he would refer, and 
that wasthe important question of smelting. In Mr. Escherich’s report, on 
page 20, he pressed the matter very energetically upon the directors, and gave 
figures showing a saving of 9/. 5s. per ton, less the cost of smelting out there, as 
the advantage which the company would derive from smelting on the spot. 
Perhaps some of Mr. Escherich's figures were a little overdrawn, but, of course. 
if they could get the smelting doneat a moderate rate out there it was a mant- 
fest saving to smelt the ore on the spot. Mr. Escherich had been urging upon 
the board to take steps to work acoal mine in the neighbourhood of the mine, of 
which this company could obtain the concession. The directors had put the 
matter off from time to time, not judging themselves justified in trenching upon 
the last 20,0002. Still it was a matter which the board andthe shareholders 
must take into consideration, and whether they would sanction the raising of the 
necessary capital. If they wanted to make a good success of the company it 
meant bringing ever a large quantity of stuff. There was a manifest saving in 
transport in the form of pig-lead, as many charges were thereby saved. It had 
been suggested that on the security of 20,000/. of uncalled capital they might 
raisea large sum in debentures; but this was a matter which did not call for 
immediate decision, At any rate any money so raised would be used for smelt- 
ing. Having mentioned that Oolonel Bake, one of the directors, had recently 
been atthe mine,and made himself thoroughly acquainted with all that was 
going on, the Chairman formally moved the adoption of the directors’ report 
and the summarised statement of receipts and expenditure.——Ool, BAKE 
seconded the motion, 
Mr. PAINE said he was pleased with the full explanation which had been 
given. The statement in the prospectus as to the amount of ore they would be 
able to raise had been fully justified. There was no doubt about the quantity 
and quality of the ore, the only point was with regard to the cost of putting it 
on the market. As far as he could make out they ought to put it on the market 
at about 5/. per ton profit; he would ask whether they were making that pro- 
fit? As regarded the remuneration of the directors he suggested that as the 
board was decreased in numbers the remuneration should be reduced from 7502, 
to 500/.a year.

The expenses were not more than was anticipated, 
As regards the making up the accounts in future to Dec. 31 in each year there 
was no necessity for the directors to consult the shareholders on the point, but 
asa matter of courtesy they had done so. With respect to the coal no action 
would be taken in regard to it until the directors had fully ascertained the qua- 
lity and extent of the coal deposits, 

itr, BERGTHEIL said the directors would not enter into any agreement for the 
purchase of the property until they had consulted and obtained the approval of 
the shareholders. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked whether any one conneeted with the company had an 
interest in the coal property ?——Mr. Bererueit replied that — ago Mr. 
Escherich took steps ad pret other persons getting possession of the property, 
and for that purpose had expended a certain sum upon it. 

Ool. BAKE said that the — of Mr. Escherich was a fair one, and the 
Turkish Government would no doubt be prepared to dispose of the property. 
The action which Mr. Escherich had taken would have the effect of preventing 
it passing into other hands, 

R SHAREHOLDER asked whether the coal had been tested ?——The CHAIRMAN 
said that Mr. Escherich had spent acertain sum of money in extracting samples 
and making surveys. 

A SHAREHOLDER expressed the hope that debentures would not be issued. 

Mr. Evans thought they had every reason to be satisfied with the pro- 
perty as a minin property. but he thought at present it was somewhat 
premature to talk about smelting. As regarded the directors’ fees that was such 
a simple matter that it was a pity it should have been raised. Seeing that the 
accounts now presented were merely a summary of the receipts and expenditure, 
he suggested that it would be better to simply pass the report, and say nothing 
in the resolution with regard to passing the accounts, which would be passed 
when they were made up in a full form in December next. 

Mr. Ber@ruei. and the other directors expressed their full approval of this 
suggestion. 

r. Evans said it simply seemed to him a matter of time and management 
to make the companya ay pa one, 

Mr, Parne remarked that had he known the large amount of time which the 
directors gave to the company he should not have raised any question as to 
their fees. 

Mr. Peter WATSON (London Manage) s You should not forget that one of the 
directors, Col. Bake, at oo personal inconvenience to himself, has been to the 
property, and has been 12 weeks in goingout and staying there, and he receives 
no remuneration except his travelling expenses. That isa feature which the 
shareholders should not overlook, because it is a difficult thing to get a gentle- 
man to go out such a long distance and stay so long inspecting and making 
himself thoroughly acquainted with the company. (Hear, hear.) 

A SHAREHOLDER suggested that some remuneration should be [paid to Col. 
Bake. 

Col. BAKE: No; I consider it my duty, and I would not accept any remunera- 
tion beyond bare travelling expenses. I look upon it as a point of duty and 
honour, and not as a matter for remuneration. 

Mr, BeRGTHEIL: We shall not talk about ae works till we make a good 
profit at the mine. At the proper moment we shall lay the matter before you. 

The OHAIRMAN said that in accordance with the suggestion which had been 
made he would simple move that the report of the directors be adopted. 

Col. BAKE seconded the motion, which was put and carried. 

The CHAIRMAN said there was one other little matter which he had to bring 
before the meeting.

THE PRSKCIOUS METALS OF NEW ZEALAND.—No. L. 
Reference was made in last week’s Mining Journal to the ad- 


mirable description of the Coal Fields of New Zealand, given in the 
paper by the President of the Liverpool Geological Association—Mr. 
Henry Bramall, M.I.C.E.—and his references to the resources of the 
province for gold and silver are not less interesting. I[t appears that 
upwards of 40 years ago Capt. Wakefield found gold at Massacre 
Bay, but the matter attracted no attention till the discoveries at 
Bathurst, New South Wales, in 1851, stimulated research. A com- 
mittee was formed in Auckland, and a reward of 500/. offered for 
the discovery of a payable gold field, and this premium was claimed 
in October, 1852, by Mr. C. Ring, who washed gold out of the Kapanga 
Creek. A rush of about 3000 diggers took place, and about 1000 ozs. 
of gold were obtained, but the whole enterprise collapsed in about 
six months; the field was thought to be too poor to pay, and was 
abandoned. Prospecting, however, continued, and in 1856 gold 
was found by Mr. Ligar in Mataura river, and by Mr. J. T. Thomp- 
son at several places in Otago. In 1861 Mr. Gabriel Reed disco- 
vered gold in a gully (since become famous as Gabriel’s Gully), 
leading into the Tuapeka river, The results he obtained were so 
satisfactory that a great rush took place, and other discoveries 
rapidly succeeding, a state of the wildest excitement followed, and 
gold mining became established as one of the most important in- 
dustries of New Zealand. Gold is very widely distributed over the 
South Island, but in the North Island it has only so far been found 
in payable quantities in the part of Auckland lying east of the 
Thames river and gulf, extending from Coromandel Harbour on the 
north to Te Aroha on the south about 70 miles, with a breadth of 
15 to 25 miles. This is the oldest gold field in New Zealand, having 
been proclaimed in 1854, and is divided into three districts—North 
and South Hauraki and Te Aroha. 

The Coromandel North Hauraki peninsula is a rocky mountain 
ridge, traversed by deep precipitous ravines or creeks, and covered 
by dense timber. The basement rock consists of ancient slates, rest- 
ing on which are massive igneous tufas, varying in structure from a 
compact greenstone trachyte or propylite to a coarse breccia of an- 
gular fragments embedded in a tufaceous cement. They are possibly 
of cretaceous age, contain quartz reefs, and at Coromandel are over- 
laid by brown coal beds, on which are volcanic rocks of probably 
eocene age. The beds of the tufa formation are decomposed in a 
very irregular manner, the unaltered rocks rising to the surface in 
ridges and they are usually pyritous, The quartz reefs vary greatly 
in thickness, and where they pass through the soft decomposed beds 
are usually auriferous, but in the hard undecomposed beds they are 
sometimes pinched out or become very poor. The associated minerals 
are blende, galena, manganese, silver, iron and copper pyrites, anti- 
mony, and occasionally arsenic. The gold isextremely patchy, some- 


found which are nearly half gold. The greatest depth to which the 
reefs have been proved in this district is atthe Kapanga Mine (450 ft.), 
where the reef is 2 to 4 ft. wide, and auriferous. Very rich reefs have 
recently been found at Tiki and at Matawai, where 1 cwt. of stone, 
taken from a reef 4 to 5 ft. wide, yielded 4 oz. of gold to 1 1b. of 
stonc. The average yield of the district in 1881 was 6 ozs. 17 dwts. 
to 1 ton of quartz, 

The South Hauraki, or Thames district, is at the head of the 
Thames Gulf, near Shortland and Grahamstown. In general 
character the country and the reefs much resemble those more to 
the north. Some of the most successful of the mines are here 
situated, the dividends realised having been enormous. For instance, 
the fortunate shareholders in the Golden Crown realised 200,000/. in 
one year, and the Caledonian 572,000/. in a like period, The 
Moanatairi in one month yielded 22,555 ozs. gold, the produce for 18 
days being 11,148 ozs,, of a value of 29,000/., all of which came from 
a block of 10 ft. square and 3 ft. thick. Water has been a great 
obstacle in this district, and a large jointly-owned pump has been 
erected to cope with it. There has, however, been less harmony 
amongst the contributing companies than their evident mutual 
self-interest might have been expected to produce, and the pump 
has repeatedly had to stop for want of funds, resulting in the flood- 
ing of the mines. The greatest depth attained is at the Queen of 
Beauty, nearly 600 ft., at which depth excellent returns were being 
got when the stoppage of the big pump caused the flooding out of 
the mine. The Caledonian reef varies from 9 in. to 20 ft. in thick- 
ness. In the year ending March, 1881, the average yield of this 
district was 1 oz. 12 dwts. per ton of quartz crushed. 

Te Aroha district, in 1881, caused some stir owing to the discovery 
of an immense quartz reef, which, at an elevation of nearly 2000 ft., 
is exposed on the east side of the range. The soft wall has worn 
away and left the reef exposed, towering up above the tops of the 
trees in some places, to a height of 100 to 300 ft. a wall of quartz 
20 ft. thick: 5 ft. of this shows gold in black veins, permeating the 
stone ; the yield being about 20zs.to aton. Several other reefs are 
found adjoining varying from 2 to 4 ft. thick, and the existence 
of payable gold has been ascertained over an extent of 1 mile along 
the line of the main reef, and } of a mile on each side. 

The existence of gold-bearing reefs near Mohaka, Hawke’s Bay, 
has recently been ascertained. Reefs are found in the Wairarapa 
district, in a series of soft black slates, but the yield has not hitherto 
been satisfactory. Near Cape Terawhiti, in a rubbly sandstone, there 
are reefs, specimens from which have yielded from 7 dwts. to 3 ozs. 
17 dwts. to the ton, and as the district is being vigorously prospected 
possibly it may become important. The Rimutaka and Tararua 
ranges hold well-defined auriferous reefs, but none have yet yielded 
gold in paying quantities. 

The Marlborough gold fields are divided into three districts. 
Pelorous, on the Wakamarina river, about 15 miles from Havelock, 
where alluvial gold was found in 1864, and a rush took place; but 
the easier got gold was soon exhausted, and the place is nuw almost 
deserted, only a little sluicing going on with not very profitable 
results. Blenkeim or Wairau river is also alluvial, and worked with 
but mediocre results. In the dividing range between these two 
rivers gold-bearing quartz reefs are known to exist, and recently one 
is reported at Dead Horse Creek 10 to 12 ft. thick of payable quality. 
The Sutherland reef was worked for a short time, and contained 
sugary quartz yielding from 1 gr. to 1 oz. per ton. At Queen

The 
reefs on the ranges between Lyell and New Creek are now worked 
on a large scale, and yield 10 dwts. per ton at the United Alpine 
Mine, though some at the Maruia have averaged 3 to 4 ozs. 

Inangahua, or Reefton is a very rich district. In almost every 
gully on the slate bottoms coarse alluvial gold and quartz has been 
found. Traversing the ancient slates and sandstones, forming the 
framework of the country, are numerous quartz reefs, which have 
been opened and worked with such satisfactory results as to constitute 
this next to Auckland, the most extensive and important reefing 
district in New Zealand. The lodes are not usually very wide, but 
are well defined, and appear to improve in depth. The Golden 
Fleece Company have a splendid gold-bearing reef at 600 ft. depth. 
Considerable excitement has recently been caused by the discovery 
of rich stone at several widely separated points, the Welcome Mine 
having yielded in the year ending March 31, 1882, 13,365 ozs. gold 
from 3960 tons stone, or 3 ozs. 8 dwts. per ton, paying in dividends 
84,5001. The general average yield of the district in 1881 was 13 dwts. 
per ton, and in 1882 was 1 oz.6 dwts, At Cement Town, at the 
head of Lanky’s Gully, is a consolidated quartz gravel or cement 
from 1 to 6 ft. thick, which was formerly worked, and was abandoned 
when the reefs were discovered; but the working is now being 
resumed, partly by crushing and partly by sluicing. 








PHOTOGRAPHIC TELEPHONE RECORDER.—In the Mining Journal 
of March 10 the St. George loud-speaking telephone was fully noticed, 
and it is now stated that Mr. St. George has perfected an inven- 
tion which is really supplemental to the telephone, and will enable 
every description of conversation carried on through the instrument 
to be not only recorded, but reproduced at any future time. Briefly 
stated, Mr. St. George’s invention may be thus described :—A circular 
plate ofiglass is coated with collodion and made sensitive as a photo- 
graphic plate. This is placed in a dark box in which is a slit to ad- 
mit a ray of light. In front of the glass isa telephone diaphragm, 
which, by its vibrations, opens and closes a small shutter through 
which a beam of light is constantly passing and imprinting a dark 
line on the glass. Vibrations of the shutter cause the dark line to 
vary in thickness aceording to the tones of the voice. The glass 
plate is revolved by clockwork, and the conversation as it leaves the 
telephone is recorded on the sensitive plate, the imprinted words 
spoken being fixed as is done in photography. The plate can be 
brought forward afterwards, and when replaced in the machine and

ORE AND METAL FurNACcES.—An improved process relating 
principally ‘to the blast furnaces and cupolas used in the 
smelting of iron ore and in the melting of iron; but also 
applicable to some other furnaces employed in the smelting 
of ores or in the melting or treatment of metals has been pro- 
posed by Mr. JostaAn SWAIN, of Oldham. The principal object is 
to obtain increased economy of fuel. When applying the inven- 
tion to a cupola for melting iron he superheats steam by carrying it 
through pipes or chambers arranged in the flues of the generator, 
or exposed to the waste heat from the cupola, or by other suitable 
means, and he discharges a blast or two or more blasts of such 
superheated steam into passages or chambers in which the steam 
mingles with highly-heated gases from the furnace, whereby de- 
composition is effected or promoted, and the blast of gases or of 
steam and gases passes into the furnace to aid in the generation of 
heat. The heated gases may be taken off above the contents of the 
furnace, or at a point intermediate between the top and the ordi- 
nary tuyere level. The jet of steam or each jet may be delivered in 
horizontal, inclined, or vertical position into the current of heated 
gases. The gases of the furnace may pass out through horizontal 
or inclined openings into descending passages formed behind the 
lining, or in parts exterior tothe furnace and communicating with 
horizontal or inclined passages which deliver the products arising 
from the mingling of heated gases with the superheated steam into 
the furnace the jet or jets of steam inducing the flow of the cur- 
rents, The intention is that the steam shall be decomposed, and 
that the furnace shall be fed with highly-heated gases which are 
partly inflammable. He may or may not use the ordinary air blast 
in addition, or may use induced currents of cold or heated air, and 
he may admit air at the bottom of the furnace or at suitable points 
When thecupola is provided with a receiver he causes some of the 
heated gases to flow through the receiver on their way to the 
chamber in which they mingle with the steam. 





COLLAPSIBLE PACKING CASE.—An ingenious arrangement has 
been invented by Mr. R. R. Blandy, of Shepherd’s Bush, the object 
of which is to enable wooden packing cases in which goods are 
transported from place to place to be folded up into a comparatively 
small compass, in order to save cost in freight or carriage when it is 
desired to transport them empty. This is effected by hinging to- 
gether at the four corners the two sides and ends of the packing case, 
by metallic or other suitable hinges, in such a manner that each 
side with one end can be opened out so as to stand in line 
with each other, or nearly so, and in so doing folds up close to the 
other side and end which are opened out in like manner. The bottom 
is hinged to one of the sides in such manner that it can be opened 
outwards and folded so as to lie against the outside of the side to 
which it is hinged. The lid is in like manner hinged to the other 
side, and can be opened outwards and folded against the outside of 
the side to which it is hinged. When the packing case is opened out 
for use the bottom is secured to the sides and ends by angle irons 
and bolts and nuts arranged for that purpose preferably inside the 
case ; and the lid is in like manner secured to the sides and ends by 
suitable angle pieces and bolts and nuts preferably applied outside 
the case.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY, 
Trade in household coal has shown increased firmness in Belgium, 
and the demand for industrial qualities has also continued active. 
Under all the circumstances colliery proprietors have been discussing 
the question of advancing rates; but having regard to the general 
condition of Belgian metallurgical industry, they have refrained 
from any action in the matter at present. Upon the whole, it may 
be said that business has continued very firm. The number of trocks 
laden with coal and coke which passed over the Belgian State Rail- 
ways in the week ending Aug. 19 was 14,968, as compared with 
13,636 in the corresponding week of 1882, showing an increase of 
1332 this year. The aggregate production of coal in Belgium in the 
first half of this year is officially returned at 9,006,643 tons. Of this 
production 6,657,896 tons were raised in the Mons district, and 
2,348,547 tons in the Liége district. The number of collieries in ac- 
tivity in the Mons district was 82, and in the Liége basin 69, making 
an aggregate of 151, Notwithstanding that we are now in the dead 
season prices of all descriptions of coal have been well maintained 
in France. The total production of coal in the Nord last year 
amounted to 3,777,630 tons, as compared with 3,671,702 tons in 1881 ;

REMARKS.—Our markets have continued to be characterised by 
steadiness, but prices have for the most part been strong, and in 
some metals an increased speculative business has been transacted. 
There is, however, not much disposition shown to follow up any rise 
that may be made, signifying that there is no great amount of con- 
fidence existing in the future stability of prices. At the present time the mar- 
kets appear to be wavering, uncertain which way to go, while there is a diver- 
sity of opinion as to what the future may bring forth, Those who look for a 
speedy restoration and a flourishing trade in the autumn have had their views 
materially strengthened —— the past few weeks by the favourable weather 
which has existed for the ingathering of the crops, and the satisfactory harvest 
reports which come to hand from all parts of the kingdom, certainly have 
brightened the prospects of trade to a very considerable degree. Not only at 
home but advices from abroad are likewise more or less promising, and this bids 
well for future business, as it, may well be expected with bountiful crops abroad 
as well as at home the trade must sooner or later revive, On this point there can 
be but little difference of opinion, but where operators and others differ in their 
views of the futureis in how long it od be before that recovery does take 
place. One thing seems tobe pretty certain,and that is the good average crops 
reaped this year, reported from many parts as better than any for several years 
past, can ‘hardly fail to have fa very favourable influence, not only upon the 
markets for metals, but also for general commerce. It was the chief thing 
needed to rouse trade from its state of lethargy, and although there are still 
many other things of an adverse nature to be removed, and many a check to 
the expansion and development of trade to be done away with, yet upon the 
ingathering of a good and bountiful harvest, both as regards quality and quan- 
tity, it is not surprising that the speculative demand should show more signs of 
actf{vity and briskness for speculators ever ready to anticipate forthcoming 
business, and tobe in the market early before a promising demand actually re- 
sults in business are now but adopting their usual course in buying more freely, 
and thus causing stiffness to quotations. 

At present, however, the speculative feeling has not been permitted to attain 
its full dimensions, it has only been smouldering, and we have yet to see 
whether it will burst out into general activity. Operators do not appear to be 
acting hastily, asthe prospects, although much brightened for reasons which 


we have already stated, yet they are still darkened by uncertainty, and hence | 


operators deem it advisable to act cautiously, and the consequence is that in- 
stead of the wide and sharp fluctuations which invariably accompany specula- 
tion in our markets, prices have steadily progressed towards better rates, so 
much so that upvun first appearances it would seem that the advances were ef- 


fected from an improved _—— demand, rather than a speculative business, |

vance steadily. It is to be hoped that the time has arrived when ordinary 


trade will revive, and that this commencement of a better speculative business | 


will be quickly followed by a restoration of ordinary trade in all its branches, 


whioh in due time will be followed by general activity in all branches, giving | 


vitality to all manufacturers and traders throughout the country. 
CopreR.—This market has continued strong, but prices have been 
steady throughout the week. The cash price for Chili bars has in- 
variably been quoted at 63/. 15s. to 64/, 2s. 6d.; but there have 
been very few scllers at the former figure and plenty of buyers. 
So firm has the market generally been that the tone that has 
usually prevailed indicates that better prices may soon be realised, although at 
the same time there are many operators who do not appear so confident as 
others in obtaining an increased value for their copper; hence, while there are 
many sellers strong in their quotations, and several buyers of Chili bars to be 
found willing to pay 63/, 15s. per ton, yet there are but few purchasers who 
will pay more than that figure for cash parcels. For forward lots there are 
buyers at 10s. advance upon the cash parcels, which is a larger difference than 
was obtainable last week ; and as prices are stronger it indicates that there is 
more confidence in the continued stability of the market than previously 
existed, It may be well to ascertain from what grounds this better tone has 


sprung. Perhaps the real origin of this stiffer feeling is the great pecuniary 
interest which exists in upholding prices. The combined efforts of operators 
are successful in preventing any fall, although so far they have been unable to 
raise the market from its present position; and, in consequence, they are un- 
able to turn recent contracts to profitable account. Now, however, things have 
brightened a little, for there are reports of good deliveries for the closing 
month. A fair business has been done in manufactured, and operators are once 
more being buoyed up with hope that, as the autumn months come on—a time 
when prices often advance—they will again be in a position to realise better 
prices. Hence the market is stronger, not from any actual increase in the 
ee demand, but because operatives deem the time has come when they may 
safely reckon upon a more remunerative range of prices being obtainable. The 
Chili charters are just;advised as 2100 tons, but the market keeps strong owing 
to very satisfactory deliveries.

In 
general merchant iron there is very little doing, shipping orders being 
scarce, but it is to be hoped that as the season advances there will be 
a more extensive business transacted. Prices are low, so that when 
buyers consider any change is likely toensue they may be tempted to buy freely; 
at present, however, they show little inclination to give their needed support to 
the market, and business remains chiefly of a hand-to-mouth character. While 
low prices fail to induce consumers and shippers into the market, they seem to 
have the same effect with speculators, whoare likewise slow to make purchases, 
but this general stagnancy in the demand can scarcely be taken as an indication 
that lower prices are probable, for if we look back upon the state of the trade for 
the past few months it will be seen that, notwithstanding the manifest dulness 
in business, prices have remained steady, signifying that ewer ratesare not very 
likely, and that manufacturers could not, perhaps, accept them without makin 
rather serious sacrifices. The export trade suffers from keen competition with 
continental houses, but in some quarters efforts are being made to overcome this 
Te although there it no general desire shown to level prices with those 
quoted by foreign competitors. With regard to speculation, the demand has 
been dormant for a very long time past, chiefly on account of the uncertainty of 
the supply. Producers’ policy in maintaining supplies is said to be suicidal, but 
they show no disposition to curtail the production ; in fact, an extra furnace is 
again said to be in blast, and as producers, probably, know their own business 
best, it may be inferred that, instead of their policy being suicidal, they find 
it advantageous, if not profitable. 

It is true the maintenance of supplies checks speculation ; but, then, it is a 
question whether speculation in the market is advantageous to the general 
trade or not, a point upon which there is certainly a diversity of opinion. Ship- 
ments of makers’ iron continue large, but there is very little change in prices. 
The Glasgow warrant market has been quiet, and both on Monday and Tues- 
day last prices were very steady, opening at 46s. 1ld.; on the former day 
the price dwindled down to 46s. 10d., upon the latter, at which figure there 
were buyers av the close. On Wednesday there was a large business doing, and 
prices were firm at at 46s. 1144d. to 47s., rt pore there were a fair number 
of transactions being carried through, and prices were stronger at 47s. to 
47s. 144d,, and the closing figure this afternoon is 47s. Theshipments last week 
were very good, amounting to 17,009 tons, against 13,151 tons for the same week 
of last year, being an increase of 3858 tons, and which makes the total ship- 
ments for the whole of this year 427,150 tons, against 419,586 tons for the same 
time of last year, and 369,520 tons for the similar period of 1881.

Quietude is reported in the trade at Wolverhampton, and, 
owing to the increased heat of the past few days, several of the mills have had 
to cease work, Fresh orders are scarce, both for the raw material and finished 
iron; but, on account of the low prices, most makers do not press largely for 
orders, other, however, are willing to book orders at 2s. 6d. concession for sheets. 
The principal enquiry just now is for bars and sheets for the Russian ports. Pigs 
range from 60s. for Lilleshall, down to 40s. for common Staffordshire, and even 
less has been taken, while best qualities of bars are strong at 7/. 10s, per ton. 
The Birmingham market is steady ; but there is not much business doing, and 
during the week scarcely any alteration has been effected in prices, either for 
the raw or manufactured material.

TRADE SENT ABROAD BY BRITISH WORKMEN.—It has frequently 
been pointed out in the Mining Journal that the sole effect of British 
workmen forcing up wages is to drive the very business which yields 
them wages at all to foreign countries. The effort in every country 
should be to make the smallest amount of cash purchase the largest 
amount of labour and material, and it isthe country which succeeds 
best in doing this that can command both its own and foreign trade. 
A correspondent now directs attention to a statement made by the 
Chairman at a recent meeting of the General Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, and which, as he remarks, the British workman should con- 
sider, Itwas tothe effect that it is possible to send to Norway all 
the iron and material required for the construction of a ship, build 
her there, bring her home, and make a profit out of the transaction 
as against the cost of labourin this country: If this is so, it will be 
done, for the shipbuilder looks to his profits, and can scarcely be ex- 
pected to be so animated by patriotic resolve as to permit their dimi- 
nution. This influence is working in other ways besides shipbuilding. 
A month ago he had the pleasure of accompanying a private party in- 
vited by the directors of the Peninsular and Oriental Company for a 
picnic voyage to Antwerp and back. They sent one of their biggest 
ships. But this pleasant picnic was only an adjunct to the real 
business of the trip, which was to bring over here a large shipment 
ofiron made in Belgium. If we deduct the cost of this voyage of 
the monster ship from the price of the iron delivered here, and the 
difference, with a percentage showing the profit on the transaction 
we come to somewhere about the difference for which a British 
workman has to account. At the same meeting the Chairman 
stated that the British workman has surely and steadily been driving 
the shipbuilding trade out of the country. He had cleared it out of 
the Thames, and was now driving it away from the Tyne, the Tay, and 
the Clyde. This is certainly true about London, as anyone can find 
for himself by taking a passage down the river, and beholding long 
wastes where once were busy shipbuilding yards.

PAST SESSION—THE NEW BANKRUPTCY AND 
PATENTS BILLS, 

Speaking in the interests of the great commercial and manufac- 
turing industries of the kingdom, the Parliamentary Session which 
closed on Saturday last, affords some grounds upon which we may 
fairly congratulate ourselves. Much useful legislation was un- 
doubtedly thwarted by the impediments of obstructionists, but the 
passing of two such important measures as the New Bankruptcy 
Bill and the Patent Bill retrieves its character from that of barren- 
ness, and will probably cause it to be ever gratefully remembered by 
the manufacturing and commercial classes generally. There was an 
almost universal concensus of opinion that both the Bankruptcy 
Laws and the Patent Laws needed amendment; that dishonest 
trading should be checkmated on the one hand, and that genius and 
research should be fostered and encouraged on the other. Reckless 
trading (the bane of the commercial world) if not facilitated and 
made easy under the old Bankruptcy Laws was not discouraged and 
punished as it should be; whilst the heavy expenses incurred under 
the old Patent Laws prevented men of genius and industry from 
giving the world the benefit of their inventions and research, The 
great object of the two bills passed during the session has been to 
remedy the acknowledged defects previously existing, and to pro- 
mote a healthier commercial tone. That formidable obstacles and 
difficulties existed in the way of these urgently needed reforms is 
evident from the many attempts which have been made from time | 
to time by successive Governments. There had been much patching 
and tinkering for years past, but very little real repair ; and our old 
Bankruptcy Acts and our Patent Laws were a reproach to us as a 
great commercial and manufacturing nation. We are indebted to 
the President of the Board of Trade (Mr. CHAMBERLAIN) for both 
these measures of reform and the successful work of the “ Grand 
Committees” of the House is acknowledged by all classes of poli- 
ticians. 

The great object of the New Bankruptcy Bill is to secure an in- 
dependent examination into allthe circumstances of the insolvency— 
liquidations and compositions being put an end to from the passing 
of the Act, “ unless with the express sanction of the Court,” until 
the commencement of next year, when the new Act comes fully into 
operation, Cases of urgency, therefore, are provided for, but if there 
are any who imagined that they could drive the proverbial “ carriage 
and four ” through the provisions of the new Act, taking advantage 
of the loop-holes of escape of the old Act, they will be sadly disap- 
pointed, the new Act taking immediate effect in its most salutary 
clauses. Another important provision of the new Act has reference 
to moneys in the hands of trustees of bankruptcy. Formerly these 
trustees had vastly too much control over the money realised from 
the insolvent’s estate, paying themselves most extortionate sums for 
their work, and keeping the balance unreasonable time before divi- 
sion. Reckless and dishonest traders found “ white-washing ” far 
too easy, and creditors were mulcted in ridiculously heavy sums in | 
winding up the estate of their debtors. All this will be changed | 
under the New Bankruptcy Biil. A bona fide bankrupt will find faci- 
lities under the new bill which he did not possess before, and all | 
moneys realised by the winding up of any estate or by any Act of 
bankruptcy must be paid “ forthwith” into the Bank of England. 
An objection has been taken that the New Bankruptcy Bill places too 
much patronage in the hands of the Board of Trade, but almost any 
alteration is welcomed by the great commercial and manufacturing | 
interests, who have dearly smarted under the old bankruptcy laws, | 
and who believe that the practical working of the new measure will | 
be productive of the most beneficial effects, and do much to promote | 
and encourage sound commercial trading.

THE FATAL MINING EXPLOSION IN SOUTH WALES. 


For years past South Wales has hada bad reputation for fatal colliery 
explosions, and hence in the House of Commons Sir J. WiLMor asked | 
the Home Secretary whether his attention had been called tothe Gelle | 
explosion, and whether he was aware that, on Sept. 11. 1882, asimilar | 
explosion took place, due to the use of naked lights, in which loss of |

life took place, and whether he had read the report of Mr. WALES 
with respect to the lights, and the strong recommendation it gives 
on the subject. The use of open lights in mines where blasting with 
gunpowderis carried on has on several occasions been condemned, and 
there is much to support this opinion. Sir WM. Harcourt stated, 
in reply, that he had for a long time impressed upon the Inspectors 
of Mines the importance of enforcing the use of closed lamps, as 
they had the power to do, and he did not believe legislation was 
necessary for the purpose, Now, so far as the Act of 1872 was con- 
cerned, safety-lamps are only alluded to in the 7th general rule, 
section 51, which many consider much to be desired. It enacts 
that “In every working approaching any place where there is likely 
to be an accumulation of explosive gas no lamp or light other than 
a locked safety-lamp shall be allowed or used, and wherever safety- 
lamps shall be allowed or used, and wherever safety-lamps are 
required by the Act or by the special rules made in pursuance 
of the Act to be used, a competent person, who shall be ap- 
pointed for the purpose, shall examine every safety-lamp immedi- 
ately before it is taken into the workings for use,” &c. But the 
question arises, who is to indicate such a place. The workmen would 
not see it, and the deputies or the manager are not the persons likely 
to be acquainted with it to such an extent as to enforce the use of 
safety-lamps, to which both they and the men are opposed to. The 
“likely places” for gas to accumulate in a mine are numerous, and 
in the mines in South Wales, in particular, one would think that in 
most of the working places gas is met with. Consequently, few con- 
sider the Inspectors have the power to enforce the use of locked 
safety-lamps. 

The 46th section gives certain powers to Inspectors as to causes of 
danger not provided for by the rules, yet these are of a partial cha- 
racter, and could not be immediately enforced under the most 
favourable circumstances. By the section it is stated that—* If in 
any respect (which is not provided against by any express provision 
of this Act, or any special rule) any Inspector find any mine to which 
this Act applies, or any part thereof, or any matter, thing, or practice 
in or connected with any such a mine to be dangerous or defective, 
so asin his opinion to threaten or tend to the bodily injury of any 
person, such Inspector may give notice in writing thereof to the 
owner, agent, or manager of the mine,” &c. Then, if this is not re- 
medied forthwith the matter shall be determined by arbitration. 


It need scarcely be said that arbitration proceedings are dilatory, | 


and where lamps was the point in dispute the proceedings might be 
prolonged until an explosion took place and lives lost, Taking these 
provisions together it does not seem that the statement of Sir W. 
Harcourt is quite borne out, That the powers of the Inspectors 
should be more clearly defined, and, indeed, increased, is supported by 
the unwillingness of the miners to adopt the safety-lamp in gaseous 
mines even for their own safety sake. This is shown in the state- 
ment of the Home Secretary that he had lately had a deputation 
from South Wales. Miners will run every risk by which they can 
earn a little more money, and there is certainly no greater danger 
to which they can be exposed than working with naked lights and 
blasting with powder at the same time. 
has probably led to more serious explosions than all the other causes 
put together, and this in all probability will continue to be the case 
so long as it is continued along with the open lights. It is to be 
presumed that the fatality at the Gelle Colliery was caused by a 
naked light coming in contact with gas in an explosive state, but 
which would have gone off had the men been working with safety- 
lamps, In the southern portion of the West Riding of Yorkshire the 
mines are fully as dangerous so far as gas is concerned as those in 
South Wales, yet owing to safety-lamps being generally adopted 
there has not been an explosion of any consequence for a long time 
past, This shows the great advantage of the safety-lamp from a 
life-saving point of view, and what has worked so well in Yorkshire 
would be found equally as beneficial in South Wales. 








THE MOST ILLUSTRIOUS OF LEAD MINERS. 


The quatercentennary of the birth of Luther has recently been 
celebrated in Germany with befitting affection for the great reformer, 
whose memory and works must ever be revered wherever the re- 
formed religion exists.

MINERAL STATISTICS OF VICTORIA 


The Mineral Statistics for the year 1882, which have just been 
issued, and for a copy of which we are, as usual, indebted to the 
courtesy of the Secretary for Mines—Major Thomas Couchman— 
are generally encouraging, the Minister of Mines—the Honourable 
J. F. Levien—remarking in his introductory memorandum that 
the total yield of gold during the past year continues to show a 
satisfactory increase over that of the preceding year. The improve. 
ment is entirely due to the development of the new alluvial mines at 

_Smeaton and Kingston. There is reason to believe that the further 
opening up of the basaltic areas at those places will for a long time 
continue to operate favourably upon the annual returns of gold. It 
is worthy of note that, although the total amount of gold extracted 
from the quartz is slightly less than the amount obtained in the pre- 
vious year, there is a marked improvement shown in the quartz yields 
of the Sandhurst gold field. 

It is stated that in the preparation of these Statistics the officers 
of the Department, and also mine owners, mine managers, managers 
of banks, and others interested in mining pursuits, have continued 
to render valuable, and, in many instances, voluntary assistance, and 
the aid received from these gentlemen is again thankfully acknow- 
ledged. The several tabulated statements contained in this report 
have been arranged in the same order adopted in the Statistics of 
former years, so that the results of the mining industry in the several 
annual periods mentioned may be readily compared. The usual care

The largest producer of copper | 
is the Colusa Mine, belonging to the Montana Copper Company. The 
monthly output of this company is from 300 to 350 tons of copper, 
carrying with it 25,000 to 30,000 ozs, of silver, most of which is 
shipped to Liverpool in the shape of 60 per cent. regulus. The other 
large shippers are the Parrot and Anaconda Companies. 

The production of silver is not likely to be much increased in the 
immediate future, as at present no new amalgamating works are 
talked of. That of copper, however, will be much larger, as the 
owners of the Colusa are all the time enlarging their works, and the 
Anaconda is also erecting smelters. Both companies have enormous 
reserves in sight, and the character of the lodes, strong fissures in 
granite, gives every promise of permanence to the depths. 

The Lexington Silver and Gold Mining Company of Paris, whose 
mines and works are situated at Butte, Montana, U.S., declared in 
July their first dividend of 11,000 frances.

TRADE IN SOUTH WALES. 

Aug. 30.—The utmost activity characterises all the coal ports, and 
prices are very firm, with the exception of second-class qualities, 
which are slightly weaker. First-class double-screened stand at 
11s. 9d.; second-class, 11s.; third, 10s. 6d. ; colliery-screened, first- 
class, 11s. 3d.; second, 10s. 6d.; third, 10s.; small steam coal, 5s. 
The amount sent away last week was 145,921 tons foreign from Car- 
diff, and 20,608 coastwise ; Newport, 26,249 tons foreign and 20,787 
coastwise; Swansea, 28,579 tons foreign and 5616 coastwise. The 
pitwood trade is also good, and prices arerising. 

The general state of trade in the Caerphilly district is at present 
in a very favourable condition. The several collieries dispatch a 
large tonnage of house and gas coals weekly. At the Lantwit and 
Black Vein Colliery the dispute between the manager and the colliers 
respecting the conveyance of timber to the bottom of the colliery has 
fortunately been rectified. The men, who suspended working opera- 
tions for a few days, appointed an arbitrator (a member of the 
Miners’ Association, who attended at Caerphilly on Thursday week, 
when the dispute in question was thoroughly investigated. After 
several discussions and propositions by the men, the arbitrator sub- 
mitted his decision to the manager, which was favourably accepted, 
and the men resumed work on the following day. It will thus be 
seen that although trifling disputes arise between labour and capital 
they are soon amicably settled. 

Some parcels of iron were sent away from Newport last week as 
follows :—To New Orleans, 1520 tons; Rosario, 876 tons; Bilbao, 17 
tons. From Cardiff only one parcel of 174 tons wassent away. The 
iron ore trade is still depressed, and prices are quoted as from 13s. 6d. 
to 14s. Large quantities are absorbed at Dowlais, Ebbw Vale, 
Tredegar, and Blaenavon, where work is plentiful at low prices. 
Cardiff received last week 21,512 tons from Bilbao, and 2347 tons 
from other places ; Newport, 17,378 tons from Bilbao, and 2600 tons 
from other places. 

TIN-PLATES.—With stocks very low in America it is not surprising 
that manufacturers should be enabled to maintain their prices in this 
district. Good IC cokes are quoted at from 16s. to 16s. 6d., while 
common brands realise 14s. 9d. Charcoal-made stand at 18s. to 20s. 
per box. The market generally is healthier in tone. 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

Aug. 29.—The demand for the steam coal of Northumberland con- 
tinues fair, although scarcely so strong as it has been of late ; most 
ef the works are, however, still fully employed, and late prices are 
well maintained. In Durham-the demand for house, gas, indeed for 
all kinds of coal and coke is improving, and there appears to be an 
excellent prospect for the Durham coal trade in the ensuing winter. 
It is expected that prices will continue to rise to some extent, and 
thus the colliery owners may expect to secure better profits, and the 
miners will, no doubt, get some advance in wages. The continued 
increased demand for coal appears to warrant the conclusion that the 
long depression the trade has been subjected to is gradually passing 
away, especially as the improvement appears to be pretty general in 
this country, and although better prices have lately been got for the 
steam and other coal raised in this district, the corresponding prices 
at Cardiff are still higherthan here. The shipments of coal at Tyne 
Dock and the other shipping berths on the Tyne and at Sunderland 
continue large. The shipment of fire-bricks and other fire-clay 
goods in these rivers has been very large during the present year, 
and there is still a strong demand for those articles, and also for 
Portland cement, &c. 

The Pig-Iron Trade has shown a much better feeling during the 
past week, and sellers have shown increased firmness, The ship- 
ments, as a whole, have shown improvement also. There is also a 
eomparative scarcity of available iron of No. 3 foundry brand ; this has 
encouraged sellers to keep up their prices. It is not expected that 
stocks will be reduced this month, as the local consumption has been 
much reduced owing to the occurrence of holidays. The continental 
and general demand for the next month is expected to be large. 
Warrants can now be bought at about the same rates as ordinary 
iron. The manufactured iron trade has been very steady ; consumers, 
however, still hesitate to place orders for forward delivery ; there is, 
however, plenty of work on hand. There is a strong demand for 
plates, and orders can be had at a slight advance for prompt deli- 
very. There is still a marked demand for shipbuilding in order to 
complete contracts. Ship-plates are 6/. 5s. for prompt account. 
Bars are 5/. 17s. 6d.; angles, 5/. 12s, 6d.; boiler-plates, 7/. Pig-iron, 
No. 3, is held by makers at 39s. to 39s. 6d. There is no material 
change in the price of coal or coke at Middlesborough, but a very 
full demand, 

The iron shipbuilding trade on these rivers continues to prosper ; 
it is generally held that most of the yards have orders on hand that 
will keep them busy until the end of the present year, but at the 
present moment there is a lack of enquiries for new ships. A change 
in this respect may, however, occur before any inconvenience is felt. 
The engineers, boiler builders, founders, &c., on these rivers continue 
to be fully employed, and overtime, or night work, is still continued 
at most of the large works. The engineers’ strike at Sunderland 
still continues, and there appears to be no prospect of its termina- 
tion at present.

present year. The price of bleaching powder at present is 7/. 10s., 
with a strong demand, and prices are still pretty certain to improve. 
Better times are now confidently looked forward to. The Tyne 
Chemical Company, the largest works of the kind in the world, have 
leased a large tract of land on the Tees where they intend to work 
the salt beds extensively for their own consumption. Two large 
bore-holes are now in progress ; the first one has already reached a 
depth of 600 ft., about half of the entire depth of the bed. The 
bulk of the salt now consumed at the chemical works on these 
rivers is now brought from Cheshire by rail. The cost of haulage 
is, of course, very considerable, so that the development of the salt 
beds on the Tees may be expected to still further improve the 
business. 

At Middlesborough, on Tuesday, the iron market continued very 
firm, and the price of pig-iron has arising tendency. The quotations 
for forward delivery for the last quarter of the year is 38s, 9d. No. 3. 
The stock of Messrs. Connal’s warrants is now 71,991 tons—a reduc- 
tion of 500 tons upon the week. Shipments of pig metal have been, 
on the whole, satisfactory. The steel trade is cut down very much, 
the competition being very severe. Heavy steel rails have been sold 
at 47. 15s. per ton. In Cumberland there are some indications of an 
improvement in theiron trade. Restriction has been resorted to 
there on a large scale, and stocks have been brought down. The 
improvement, however, we believe, is mainly due to an increased 
demand from America, and the starting of the great works of Cam- 
mell and Co. will also increase the local consumption. The bulk of 
the coke consumed in Cumberland and on the West Coast generally 
being still supplied from the district, an increased demand for this 
important article of manufacture may be expected. A very im- 
portant statement has been made by Mr. G. J. Snelus of the West 
Cumberland Ironworks. He states that the bulk of the coke con- 
sumed there has to be carried by railway on an average over 100 
miles, and that the cost of carriage is excessive. At present the 
consumers are trying to arrange with the railway companies for a 
reduction of the charge, and, should those companies not grant some 
reasonable concession, it is the opinion of Mr. Snelus that the great 
iron companies on the West Coast should construct a railway from 
the coke-producing district in South Durham to their district.

The locality 
is one of the oldest in which lead mining has been carried on in the 
county, and it is to be hoped that the change will turn out beneficial 
to the new company. 

The Iron Trade continues in a healthy state in the Chesterfield 
district, as well as along the Erewash Valley, as far as the Staunton 
Works, which border on Nottinghamshire, or, perhaps, is inside that 
county. There isa full average output of pig at the Staveley and 
other works, and the absorption is such at the local establishments, 
and at others in Lancashire and Staffordshire, that the stocks held 
are by no means large.
